That women have wielded a power¬ 
ful influence in the political world can- 
Wot be denied when we contrast the

.»* late as 1850 with her present stat- 
- ua There was not a state in the 
union which did not bear upon ita 
statute books most unjust and un¬ 
righteous laws tinder which a woman 
could be deprived of her property and 
■objected to the most outrageous 
Ureal mem and literally robbed of ber 
Inheritance through the profligacy and 
recklessness of an unworthy husband, 
fib* had ao protection against the 
cruelty of parent or husband or the 
disposition of anything without ber 
consent. If she rebelled against their 
authority they had the power to de¬ 
stroy her reputation and could take 
^er children away from her. if she 
bad any, and they were ao disposed. 
*If the laws did not give them this 
power the practice sanctioned and 
sustained men in their unjust domina¬ 
tion over women. 

'The unjust rulings of a school board 
precipitated Mis Anthony's rebellion 
against the unfair treatment of wo¬ 
men and caused the first movement 
for woman suffrage. For a half-een- 
tory Miss Anthony. Mrs Stanton and 
others of-their heroic colleagues kept 
up the warfare until the obnoxious 
laws were expuriged and much more 
Just and righteous ones enacted. 

In some of the states the right of 
female suffrage has been extended 
and women have been chosen to offi¬ 
cial positions, including that of rep¬ 
resentatives In the state legislatures, 
and I am proud to say that they have 
made good records It has been grat- 
Ifylng to know that the presence of 
women at the polls has had a aalutary 
effect on the elections. The riotous 
disposition which characterised the 
balloting on election days, and not in¬ 
frequently ended In bloodshed, has 
been changed to a holiday occasion 
and general good-natured festivities. 
1 hope to see the great Improvement 
In political methods anticipated and 
claimed by the advocates of female 
, suffrage 

Through the coalition of the various 
elements of discord some of these 
states had passed into the hands of 
Irresponsible men without records 
which entitled them to All these posi¬ 
tions They have been a hindrance 
to all legislation for the welfare of 
state or nation. But in the recogni¬ 
tion of the betterment of social and 
political conditions It is to be hoped 
that the ablest and beat of all com¬ 
munities may be brought to the front 
and that speedily the highest class of 
representatives may come from the 
states that have Inaugurated woman 
suffrage. 

The most ungenerous must confess 
that behind all great reform move¬ 
ments in thin country women have 
been the inspiration and most potent 
force In religion, temperance, social 
and municipal reforms women have 
been the primary and untiring work¬ 
ers; to them much is due for the high 
moral and religious standard of our 
progression and Christian civilisation 
In the education of the masses women 
have been most conspicuous; a ma¬ 
jority of the teachers In the public 
schools are and always have been wo¬ 
men This dally contact with the 
youth of the country has given them 
the largest opportunities for the 
guidance of their pupils Into channels 
of the highest moral rectitude sad 
•patriotism Next to the mothers the 
public school teachers are the most 
potent Influences In the land 

If the) go farther and accomplish 
{be readjustment of tbs scale of labor 


and compensation so that men and 
I women would receive a like remuner- 
| ation for like service it would be an 
achievement that would bring a prop¬ 
er reward for her labor. It would be 
found (hat in the same line of work 
in many instances women would re¬ 
ceive more and men less than they 
do now—with the fixed standard that 
men are always |faid more tljan wo¬ 
men for equal work. This unequal 
pay has led governments, state ami I 
national, and prlvkte business enter- j 
prises into the employment of many 
women, who as a rule accomplish 
more and demand less than meh. 
They are prompt and absolutely rella-1 
ble in the discharge of duties assigned 
them, without questioning the impor¬ 
tance or necessity of them. In conse¬ 
quence men are constantly threaten¬ 
ing rebellion against the employment 
of women on the ground that women 
can do nothing for the perpetuation of 
individual or party ( supremacy, be¬ 
cause they cannot vote or participate 
in political log-rolling. 

I do not believe that the organiza¬ 
tion of women's political clubs ever 
materially aided any party. They are 
not by nature fitted for the work ex¬ 
pected of political clubs. No self-re¬ 
specting woman could or would en- 
guge in canvassing city wards in the 
interests of any party candidate, local 
or otherwise. Their power lies In a 
different direction. 

Women, like men. are always am¬ 
bitious to fill the petty offices of any 
organization to which they belong and 
are too Jealous of each other to fol¬ 
low the lead of any one woman. They 
are not logical and are rarely well in¬ 
formed on the questions which enter 
into all political campaigns They 
cannot discuss anything without al¬ 
lowing personal preferences and pre¬ 
judices to enter the discussion. In the 
rivalry for election to the offices of 
societies of women everyone has wit¬ 
nessed with much regret unseemly 
scrambles and Ignoble schemes that 
would disgrace even a political derna 
gogue. Frequently these contests, as 
in men's societies, have resulted in 
the elevation of the least eligible, be¬ 
cause women of true ability will not- 
lend themselves to intrigue and dis 
honorable means for advancement. 

It should be the ambition of every 
woman to be well informed an all sub 
jects, especially those bearing upon 
domestic and political economy. 8he 
should be able to give legitimate rea¬ 
sons for her opinions and to defend 
them with dignity and intelligence 
Pretensions, unsupported by actual 
knowledge, will affect little In the 
matter of conversion to one's views or 
inducing a following. Brainy women 
are apt to be too assertive to accom¬ 
plish their desires or create an A- 
thusiasm for any cause they espouse 
Women are too honest and too frank 
to cope with men in the science and 
manipulation of politics.

We are a younger people than we 
were 50 years ago.

2014 per cent 
That Is the record that Dr. John Shoe 
maker gleans from the census of 1890 
and corrects by later Information pro¬ 
cured from Washington. 8o we die 
earlier than our grandparents did. The 
reasons suggested for It are that a 
larger proportion of weaklings sur 
vlve Infancy, and that life Is more lux 
urious and the nervous strain of It 
greater than it used to be.—Harper's 
Weekly.

The higher the wheels, the easier 
the draft, and for this reason there 
are those who do not believe in low 
wheels. 

Plant walnut, butternut and hick¬ 
ory trees in odd corners of the farm 
instead of those which are useful for 
shade only 

Poor shoeing is responsible for the 
large majority of lame horses, and It 
Is said that more than half of the 
horses of the country are thus af¬ 
flicted. 

When making butter be careful not 
to touch It with the hands. They 
may be Immaculately clean, and still 
hurt the texture and flavor. A hard 
wood ladle Is the thing. 

The winter’s order for nursery 
stock for next year's -planting should 
be sent in as early as possible to en¬ 
able your nurserymen to make all 
provisions for sending the plants 
early. 

There are some big poultry rarms 
throughout the country, but the ag¬ 
gregate of the poultry business of the 
country Is made up of the poultry on 
the farms And It's this poultry that 
pays the best generally. 

Come, Brother farmer, ginger up 
Lots of things you don t know about 
crops and live stock. Read a good 
farm paper, get experiment station

Carelessness often results in the 
contracting of bad habita in horses 
The defective halter la easily broken 
and the colt will never forget it. See 
that they are strong and well fitting, 
for a halter breaking horse is a nui¬ 
sance. 

Another thing to remember in the 
selection of seed corn la that better 
results will he obtained if (be Heed is 
selected from land that Is In a good 
state of fertility than if the corn is 
selected from land that is out of 
balance. 


Many of the apple trees growing In 
this country are on stocks from the 
seeds of apples grown in France, for 
the reason that they come from the 
pulp from the cider mills which use 
j a hardier apple for lhat purpose than 
is used in this country. 

Good brisk work for the cold day 
is the sharpening up of the saws, the 
grinding of the-' axes, and the filling 
ol the wood box. You keep warm 
outside getting the wood, and you 
keep warm Jnslde with the wood after 
it is laid in. 

The careless housewife floats off 
many a pound or butter during the 
season in the buttermilk which she 
draws off from the churn, if she has 
not a strainer to catch the butter 
particles. These little flakes of but¬ 
ter seem so insignificant, but in 'the 
aggregate they prove an expensive 
waste. 

The first steel rrame barn has been 
constructed by F. E. Dawlcy at 
Fayetteville. N. Y It is a gigantic 
affair, capable Of storing 500 tons of 
alfalfa hay. 150 tons of alfalfa ensil¬ 
age, and 150 tons of com ensilage, 
grain for 50 cows and stable room 
for 50 milch cows for the produc¬ 
tion of sanitary milk. 

New York experi¬ 
ment station, in speaking of pinfeed- 
ing, says: "I doubt the wisdqpi of 
feeding pigs with oil meal at least In 
anything more than very small quan¬ 
tity. The oil meals are not consid¬ 
ered as desirable hog feeds, and I 
would not in any case put In more 
than ten pounds of oil meal to 100 
pounds of ground oats.” 

The 6,000-acre government swamp 
land in Kalamazoo county. Michigan, 
is to be drained next summer at a 
cost estimated at $15,000. when it is 
expected that It will be the finest of 
land for celery culture. Such is the 
progress of agricultural science. The 
waste places of the earth are being 
conquered and made to yield their 
fruits in their season. ' 

| One of the Important questions 
which is up to the interstate com¬ 
merce commission to answer is 
whether the potato is a fruit. It 
beems that the new railroad rate law 
permits the giving of transportation 
to caretakers who travel with per¬ 
ishable fruit, and the potato carrying 
roads have been in the habit of giv¬ 
ing such transportation with potato 
shipments. 

What are you going to do with 
those culls from your flock? They 
are not fat enough to kill, and under 
, the ordinary conditions they will not 
fatten for market. Try this plan: 
Put by themselves in quarters thst 
are reasonably warm, and feed corn 
meal mash. In which oyster shell Is 
mixed. Crowd the feed, and in a 
week or two you *111 be surpiised to 
see what a marketable lot of birds 
you have. 

An orchard 1st who has tried it 
for several seasons, says that if 
green boughs are scattered between 
the rows' of fruit trees it will prevent 
the mice from gnawing the bark of 
the trees, as they will prefer the 
tender bark of the twigs to the tough¬ 
er bark of the trees. Worth trying, 
anyway, although It may encourage 
the breeding and protection of the 
mice. Along with the green boughs 
use a little poison to kill off the mice, 
or. better still, soak the boughs In 
arsenic solution. 

Two lots of steer* fed at the Kan 
sas experiment station, one lot fed 
with silage and the other without It. 
were marketed with 25 cents per 100 
pounds in favor of the silage fed 
steers. In this tea) silage was esti¬ 
mated to be worth 83 29 per ton and 
three tons of corn silage was equal 
to one ton alfalfa hay. The silage 
lot were pronounced excellent cattle, 
fat enough for the ordinary trade. 
The carcasses showed good quality 
with very iiuie waste, and would be 
salable in any market. 

The influence and power of organ¬ 
ization Is shown in the statement of 
President Miles of the National Asso 
elation of Agricultural Implement 
and Vehicle Manufacturers made at 
the thirteenth annual meeting of that 
organization recently held He said 
that while in 1893 when the assocla 
tion was formed, the exportation of 
farm tools and machinery amounted 
to only 85,000,000. in 1900 It had 
reached $16,000,000. in 1905 it was 
820 00,00. and this year It wae $24 
000.000. With our billions In crops 
| and our millions In farm machinery, 
we are going a long ways towards 
(arming and feeding the world. 

It Is Interesting to note the differ 
ent ideas which farmer* hold as to 
the meaning of rotation of crops. 
There are those who think that va 
rlaiion in the succession of the crops 
grown means rotation. In the lit¬ 
eral sense, of course. It is rotation, 
but not In the sense in which the 
term Js used by the experiment sta 
tions."" Wheat may be succeeded by 
barley, and barley by oats, and the 
bare fallow by wheat again, but this 
does not In the true sense mean rota¬ 
tion. All these crops and also the 
bare fallow detract from the fertil¬ 
ity of the soil, and put virtually noth¬ 
ing into it in return. A true rotation 
has in It a soil builder such as grass, 
clover or green crops plowed under. 
The rotation described above will 
stimulate production for the time be¬ 
ing. but it does so by depleting the 
sol! more quickly of its fertility than 
by crowing but one crop. 


Preserved Grapes. 

Grapes are too seedy, as well as rich 
in Juices, to be preserved, excepting 
in the form of jam. either plain or 
spiced. To prepare the grains for 
these forme of preserving, pick from 
the stems, wash and press the pulp 
out of the skins. Put skins In one 
preserving kettle and the pulp in an¬ 
other together with any juice that has 
run from the grapes. Let them cook 
15 or 20 minutes, stlrring^often; strain 
the puip through a puree sieve to re¬ 
move the seeds. Add the cooked skins 
to the strained pulp, then measure. 
To every pint of the fruit allow a 
iiound of sugar. Cook until quite 
thick, stirring often. Turn into small 
jars, or glasses, and seal. 

Wraps Resemble Capes. 

Strongly suggestive of capes are 
some of the new wraps that proudly 
bear Parisian labels, conspicuously 
displayed. In a very smart model 
there is a tablier or chasuble effect 
that hangs in full and straight lines 
from the shoulders back and front, 
cut off to display the curve of the 
shoulder point where the arm joins. 
The space over the arm is filled In 
with" a cape piece, a sling strap 
through which the arm is thrust serv¬ 
ing to bold this in place. One sees 
this design carried out on fursof the 
richest descriptton. In silks and vel¬ 
vets fur-lined, and even in cloth with 
a quilted satin lining to add to Us 
warmth for cold weather. 

New Railroads for Bolivia. 

Thirty-five million dollars 1 b to be 
expended by Standard Oil capitalists 
and their allies In covering the re¬ 
public of Bolivia with railroads during 
the next eight months. 

The concessions have been ratified 
by the Bolivian congress and already 
contracts have been made for steel 
rails and other material needed In ths 
construction of the roads. 

A Practical Official.
